To Construct Fish 
Hatchery on 
Little Grassy Lake 
SPRINGFIELD (IP—Construction 
of a new fish rearing unit south of 
Little Grassy Lake in Williamson 
county should get underway some­ 
time this summer. 
The Conservation Department to­ 
day reported options have been 
closed on about HO acres of land 
for the fish hatchery, and present 
plans call for completion of the 
unit this year so it can be placed 
in operation next spring. 
The fish hatchery will include 
IO ponds on the 110-acre site, each 
two acres in area and 8 feet deep. 
The hatchery is expected to pro­ 
duce about 100,000 bass and 100,- 
000 blue gills annually. 
The hatchery will supply fish for 
stocking of conservation lakes and 
farm ponds in southern Illinois, 
replacing hatchery^ at Rockford 
and Spring Grove as supply points. 
The 1955 Legislature appropri­ 
ated $145,000 for the project.
